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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, last two lines, "sides of the cut-outs near the opening are open " is not 
particularly clear as to what exactly is being claimed. In claim 3, line 3, "directions of closing" 
is not understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-6, 8-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shiga et al. 
The cartridge of Shiga et al includes cut-outs 20 in both the floor and ceiling portions of the 
cartridge for holding the anchor portions 5d of the leader pin 5. The sides of the cut-outs 20 near 
the opening 10 of the cartridge are "open" as recited in claim 1, last line since these cut-outs 
expand outwardly, note sides 21c and 21b. The provision that the sides of the cut-outs can 
elastically deform as recited in claim 3 is seen to be met by the cartridge of Shiga et al since the 
material of which the cut-outs are formed are made of elastic material, namely plastic. The 
"closing members" of claim 4 can be considered the upper and lower portions of the door 1 1 that 
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closes the opening 10 and like-wise the cut-outs 20. With respect to claim 5, 15 and 16 note the 
holding members 60b that abut portions of the anchor portions of the leader pin, see Figs. 16-17. 
Regarding claim 10 the leader pin of Shiga et al includes two convex portions and an annular 
groove between the convex portions at each end of the leader pin, note convex portions 5b, 5d 
and annular groove 5c at each end of pin 5, Fig. 4. The provision in claim 10 that the annular 
grooves are disposed in the cut-outs is given no patentable weight since the leader pin per se is 
being claimed, not the combination with a casing of a cartridge. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 

U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Ridl et al is cited to show another leader pin having convex portions.
